Yesterday we had the opportunity of meet- 
ing Jas. Maitland, Esq., of Bannockburn, in 
this village, and could not help noticing signs 
of his failing health, but we were not surprised 
at this on learning of the aevere shock he re- 
otived afew dayaago by the intelligence of 
the sudden death of hia satep-won, Mr. Robt.

The news of his 
sudden and melancholy death alone and among 
strangers in another vince was indeed a 
shock.
